“\...actual circumstances of 
the cnse in order to see whethor’ 
the one party to the contract 
is relieved from its future per- 
formance by the conduct of the 
other: you must examine what 
that conduct is, so as to see 
whether It amounw to a re- 
nunclation, to an absolute — re- 
fusn! to perform -the contract, 
such es would amount too 
rescission If he had the- power’ 
to yvescind, and whether the 
other may accept it as a reason 
for not performing his part. ." 

“Applying these principles to 
the case hefore the Court, I 
hold that there was no repu- 
dilaton by the denfedants and 
that the plaintiff was not en- 
titled to rescind the contract.

PROBLEM OF 
EUROPE ~ 


Simple ideas are apt to be dan- 
gerous, -but they “have their ad- 
vantages, inasmuch as they help 
baffled minds, torn between con- 
flicting attractions, to wend their 
way through a forest of problems. 
“Dhis is how they can be of assis- 
tance today to those who are 
roping in the labyrinth of a 
highly complex and confused in- 
ternational situation, There is 
keen controversy whether Presi- 
dent Fruman did well to ask Con- 
tress to aid Greeee and ‘Turkey 
hy means of substantial credits, 
and to announce shortly after- 
watds that America, sweeping 
aside the Monroe Deetrine, would 
defend the freedom of — peoples 
wherever it was threatened and 
oppose tyranny wherever it be- 
came threatening. But do we 
sufficiently realise what measure 
of independence would be left. te 
Europe in face of Russia were the 
United States, withdrawing from 
the scene as she did in fyig, to 
enter upon a new ,phase of isula- 
tion? It is surely cnough to state 
the terms of the problem for it 
te be solved at once. Some may 
soy that American support must 
attract’ Britain and France inte 
the orbit of American imperialism, 
and that the independence they 
hope ta safeguard would really be 
dependence in disguise. Such an 
assumption, however, would dis- 
tort. unjustly the’ policy of the 
United States. If the Americans 
defend the liberty of others, it is 
not with a view to .annexing it. 
‘Their canception vf democracy 
coincides with ours. They are 
tolerant, and admit contradiction, 
discussion, opposition and freedom 
of choice and of election. There 
is no danger of them intruding on 
Britain’s internal affairs or of 
their crushing Europe beneath the 
weight of an all-too-encroaching 
friendship. 

Similarly, to all those who fol- 
lowed the doings of the League 
of Nations during the. 20 years of 
its existence it is obvious that an- 
tagonism between» France and 
Great Britain spells confusion and 
anarchy in Europe, People shrug- 
ged their shoulders at M. Briand 
when the old statesman advocated 
the union of Europe, just as they 
smile today when Mr, Winston 
Churchill recommends a Contin-. 
ental Federation. Such is the lat 
of prophets and forerunners who 
climb higher than others and are 
thus able to sce farther 
their task being-to guide the mass 
of their contemporaries slowly ad- 
vancing, ih the valleys bencath. 
They are right, and would be 
justified already by the mere need 
to provide a purpose for the every- 
day efforts of humanity, to lift 
men above their usual selves, and 
to guide them towards an ideal, 
however distant, which gives a 
meaning to their modest existence. 
One thing is certain in any case! 
without agreement between -Bri- 
tain and France there can be no

British People Begin’ 
- Learn Meaning of Thrift |. 
By Dr. George Gretton es 


Ono of the things which the 
people of Britain have learned 
to apprecinte in the past reven 
years {s huabandry. Before the 
second World War they ‘were 
on tie whole'a wasteful peo- 

Ic. This was due partly to 
naiatence on high ylandards 
which goes back a long way 
into British history and is re- 
flected today in, foy instance, 
the high quality of British in- 
dustrial products. But it was 


niso due partly to‘n bad habit. 
to; 


A people long accustomed 
high standards tended to dis- 
rexard and even dgapise the 
virtue of thrift. It is a fact 
that even among some of the 
‘poorer classes who could not 
afford to waste anything — the 
best use wan not made of food 
and consumption goods. 

The strain and stress of the 
post seven years, however, have 
brought home more than’ ever 
before the value of economy in 
a positive sense—that is not 
mere parsimony but planned 
utilisation of available re- 
sources to the fullest extent. 
Tt has gone right up and down 
the nation. One of the reaxyns 
why the poorer classes are on 
the whole better fed now than 
before the war, despite the na- 
tlonal food stringency, in that 
much more care und ingenuity 
in applied to preparing — food 
than formerly. A great na- 
tlonal educational campaign has 
‘made a grent masa of the peo- 
ple dict conscious, and this, to- 
rether with effective rationing 
and control of prices. has 
sharply raised the stundard of 
nourishment of many millions 
who were- formerly inadequate- 
fy fed oven while total consump- 
tion of food has fallen. 

Constant Stocktaking 

On the national level this new 
sense of husbandry is seen In 
a constant stocktaking and re- 
view of, resources. The na- 
tional budget, “for example. is 
no longer a purely financial 
transaction but part of a com- 
prehensive survey of the na. 
economy with‘a view to 
optimum — utilisation of re- 
nources. Apurt from general 
economic surveys, there is a 
conntant processof 're-exumina- 
tion of the position of various 
porta of the economy, ax each 
one is specially. affected by gen- 
eral development, At qiresent 
the food position and supply of 
closely related semi-luxuries ure 
being given very scrious con- 
sideration. . . ‘ 

Britain’s food position is as 
stringent today as at any time 
during, the. war. . Consumption 
in certain important categories 
was lower in. February — the 
last month for which complete 
figures are available—than in 
any year since 1940. "Flour 
consumption, for example, was 
about 10 per cent. lower than 
in February, 1945. In the case 
of meat, bacot) and ham the

considered fnally adjourned. 

The Bureau Ehrhardt, named 
after its teader, Ludwig Ehrhardt, 
Chief of the Nazl agents in the 
For Enst, continued Its Intelli- 
gence and propaganda activities 
in Chinn after Germany‘’s surren- 
der tc the Allles. 

Of the 21 members tried and 
convicted, Ehrhardt was sentenc-
